rcign Minifters, that he had taken upon him the Cha- 
racter of his Catholick Majefty’s Ambaffadour Ex- 
traordinary. "Tis thought his Excetlency will not be 
too ha’ty to put himfelf to the Expence of making 
a Publick Entry, or appearing with @m extraordi- 
nary Equipage. Count Windifgrats is fhortly to go 
to Salczbourg, to take care his Imperial Majetty’s 
Incercft do not fuffer by the Election that is to be 
made of a Co-adjutor of that Archbihoprick 5 for 
whict Office, Cardinal Lamberg, the Bifhop of this 
City, thar of Crembs, and others, wel ftand Can- 
didates. Baron Sirmay is gone from hence to Se- 
reth, ro'deliver to Prince Ragotski the Emperor's 
Kefolutions touching an Accommodation with the 
Malecon:ents, That Prince hzs written Letters to 
the Porentates who are Mediators in this Affair, to 
thank them for inverpofing their good Offices, and 
defire them to fee that what through their Medi- 
ation fhall be agreed be fairly perform’d. This 
Court refents the faid Prince’s having caus'd a Me- 
dal to be ftruck, in which he ftiles himfelf Prince 
of Tranfylvania ; but however ’tis not doubted, a 
fufpenfion of Arms for a fhore time will be agreed 
on, in order to the fettling of Preliminaries to the 
Treaty, and a Place fix'd for treating : The Male- 
contents propofe Peft, but the Imperial Court are 
ather for fome Place in the Upper Hungary: The 
ithop of Ofnabrug is thought of for one of the Im- 
perial Commiffioners, he having great Credit among 
the Hungarion Clergy. In cafe the Treaty we are 
mentioning come to nothing, the Command of the 
Imperial Army in Hungary is intended to be given 
to Count Guido of Staremberg, who is faid to be 
fhortly expected here from Italy. The Infurrection of 
the Peafants in Moravia, is quell’d for the prefent, by 
Affurances given them that they fhall be eas’d of 
certain Taxes they complain of ; and Count Leo- 
old of Diedrichftein, who is generally very much 
elov’d in that Province, will be fent thither to fer- 
ile its Quiet. The goth of July 4 Companies of 
Count Schlick’s Regiment that kept Guaid near the 
Palace of Favorita, march’d to Moravia to join 2 
Regiments’ of Danifh Horfe, 1 Battallion of Impe- 
rialifts, and feveral thoufand Peafants, to hinder the 
Malecontents from making any {more Irruptions into 
that Province. The Danube having overflow’d for 
this Week paft, the Troops which were to have 
joyn’d General Herbeville have not been able yet to 
come up to him.
